Predictive Services Discussion: The warm, dry, and stable ridge of high pressure will remain firmly anchored
over the West and will produce temperatures that are more than 10 degrees above normal for most areas west
of the Continental Divide. That said strong temperature inversions are expected to linger in many of the lower
and especially narrow valleys and canyons. Given the time of year and low sun angle, many of these will not
break out. A cool, breezy, and dry northwesterly flow will continue across the Great Plains as the deep trough
over the East should keep temperatures below normal along and east of the Mississippi River. Moderate to
heavy precipitation is possible along the East Coast.
